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1 . The examiner acknowledges election of Group I, claims 1 -9 and 21 -30 without 
traverse by the amendment filed on 4/20/05. Applicant should cancel non-elected 
claims 10-20 in response to this office action. Claims 1-9 and 21-30 are presented for 
examination. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The examiner believes that 
the title of the invention is broad. A descriptive title indicative of the invention will help in 
proper indexing, classifying, searching, etc. See MPEP 606.01 . However, the title of 
the invention should be limited to 500 characters. 

3. The drawings filed on 12/21/01 are acceptable by the examiner. However, direct 
any inquiries concerning drawing review by the USPTO draftsperson to the Drawing 
Review Branch at (703) 305-8404. 

4. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. Furthermore, all 
claims should be revised carefully to eliminate all grammatical errors and antecedent 
basis problems. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1,2,21 and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent 6,044,414 issued to Gulick. 

As per claim 1 , the reference of Gulick teaches "initiating a DMA by setting up a 
first ASIC block to access a second ASIC block" in abstract, lines 1-4; "holding off the 
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DMA transfer until the second ASIC block is set up and ready for the transfer" in col. 3, 
lines 53-63; "transferring data between the second ASIC block and the first ASIC block 
..."in col. 14, lines 52-65. 

As per claim 2, the reference of Gulick teaches "wherein the first ASIC block 
initiates the DMA by accessing a specific address that corresponds to the second ASIC 
block" in col. 15, lines 2-5. 

As per claims 21 and 25, the claims recite methods. However, combination of 
the limitations of the claims are similar to the limitations of claim 1 . Therefore, claims 21 
and 25 are rejected for similar reasons as discussed in the rejection of claim 1 above. 

As per claim 26, the reference of Gulick teaches "wherein the initiating DMA 
capable ASIC block is set up as if it is going to read or write to a specific address" in 
Fig. 7. 

As per claims 27-28, the claims recite methods. However, combination of the 
limitations of the claims are similar to the limitations of claim 1 with the exception of 
"mapping". However, the reference of Gulick teaches "mapping" in detail in Fig. 10. 
7. Claims 3-9, 22-24, 29 and 30 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims are allowable 
over the prior art of record, alone or in combination, because each claim recites at least 
an additional feature such as "master and slave interfaces" in combination with other 
claimed elements as claimed in claim 3, etc. which prior art of record, alone or in 
combination, does not teach or fairly suggest. If applicant is aware of any prior art 
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better than those are of record, he is required to bring the prior art to the attention of the 
examiner. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted in 
response to this office action to avoid processing delays. Such submissions should be 
clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance". 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Applicant is urged to consider the references. However, the 
references should be evaluated by what they suggest to one versed in the art, rather 
than by their specific disclosure.
